Mr. MacKay pointed out that ad- 
ministration and operation costs of 
demonstration include the salaries of 
a large staff which are required to 
answer correspondence from all over 
the country respecting agriculture and 
to provide ways of taking hundreds of 
visitors over the farms. 

As for the contention of Mr. Craw- 
ford that the accounts of the provin- 
cial expenditures and the special agri- 
cultural accounts did not agree, Mr. 
MacKay explained that there were al- 
ways farm accounts unpaid when the 
public accounts were closed on Decem- 
ber 31st, a system of farm accounting 
which any farmer would understand. 
He gave as example the statements of 
1918 when the public accounts showed 
expenditure in the operation of the 
farms as $54,885.9i, when the farm 
accounts left over from 1917 were paid 
in 1918, making a deduction necessary 
from the 1918 total of $3,230.70, the 
balance being $61,655.21. But at the 
end of 1918 were also accounts unpaid 
which would be reversed the same way 
in the 1919 returns to the extent of 
$2,032.06, making an exact expendi- 
ture In 1918 of $53,687.27. The actual 
facts were that the cash receipts from 
the farms in 1918 were $57,520.67, 
while the expenditure of operation was 
$53,687.27, leaving a surplus over 
operation of $3,833.40. 

Mr. MacKay explained the fluctua- 
tion in game license returns by the 
fact that hunters during the main and 
final stages of the war were largely 
absent from Alberta on a far larger 
business than shooting big game and 
birds. 

Jim Weir Scatters History 

Hon. Mr. MacKay was followed by 
James Weir, member for Nanton, who 
recalled and read excerpts of speeches 
in the “halcyon days” of political strife 
and inter-strife in the halls of pro- 
vincilal legislation, scattering these bits 
of history round with great abandon 
and all aiming at the discomfiture of 
certain. government members who 
figured in those memorable campaigns 
when political sensations sprung up 
in each day's sunlight and frequently 
blossomed until late into those nights 
when an August legislative assembly 
sat out the watches without the least 
danger of the game being called on 
account of darkness or because the 
quorum was lost, 

Hon, A. G. MacKay said in part:

The law is being changed with re-| 
ference to arrears in school taxes so} 
that until the first day of July after 
they are in arrears they will be paid 


directly to the treasurer of the school

date any still remaining In arrears will 
be reported to the secretary treasurer 
of the municipal district for purposes 
of tax sale. 

The consequence will be that with 
the above exception, when a tax no- 
tice is sent out for a particular piece 
of property it will show the taxes

1, School tax. 2, Municipal tax. 3 
Hospital tax. 4. Telephone tax. 5. Wild 
lands tax. 6. Supplementary revenue 
tax. 7. Educational tax, 8. Hail in- 
surance tax (although hail tax may 
have to be on separate notice at first.) 

When a receipt is given 
the property is clear for the year.

Assessment by Valuation 


“A question of still greater im- 


portance to all parties in the province | 


is that no tax should be levied on a 
flat rate but that all land taxes should 
be levied by the only equitable sys- 
tem, namely assesment by valuation. 
After this year, within all municipal 
areas the municipal council will do 
all the assessing and outside of that 
the departmental assessors will do the 
assessing. It is hoped that during 
this year sufficient data will he ob-

“Arrears of taxes in the municipali- 
ties are also very heavy. In Edmonton 
city the arrears of taxes are in excess 
of $6,000,000, In all other cities and 
in many towns, villages and munici- 
palities the arrears are heavy ap- 
proximating a total of $16,000,000. 
After this year tax enforcement pro- 
ceedings cease. The costs of tax en- 
forcement proceedings are unduly 
heavy. 

Instead of these tax enforcement 


proceedings, after this year there will) 


be annual compulsory tax sales. By 
1920 we should have struck normal 
conditions, and ratepayers ought not 
to be encouraged to hold more land 
than they can pay taxes on. Municil- 
palities can't do business unless they 
wet their taxes in, and if ratepayers 
know that unless they pay the taxes 
in the particular year, their lands 
will be sold for taxes the following 
year.

PARIS, Mar. 27—Containing neither 
any reference to the Monroe doctrine 
nor to the Japanese proposal re equal- 
ity of nations, the draft of the coven- 
ant of the league of nations today is 
in the hands of the special drafting 
committee, 

The two amendments around which 
has centred the greatest in.-rest and 
much divergence of opinion, however, 
may be offered either in the council of 

n or to the plenary peace conference, 
to which the covenant must go for 
final action. 

Among other amendments adopted 
Wednesday night was one directly 
recognizing the principles of women 
suffrage, in that it provides that the 
offices of the league are open to wo- 
men as well as to men, 

The much discussed question as to 
the possibility of the withdrawal from 
membership in the league of a nation 
was settled by an amendment permit-

Not Encouraging 


Careful soundings are to be taken to 


ascertain the reception that !s likely} 


to be given this amendment by other 
delegations. It has been learned that 
thus far the result of these inquiries 
has not been wholly encouraging to 
the advocates of the amendment. 

Since the first mention of the desire 
of the Japanese to secure an amend- 
ment recognizing equality before the 
law for all nationals of the league of 
nations states in other countries, the 
Japanese delegates haye not pressed 
their amendment before the commis- 
sion itself. They have, however, been 
canvassing the delegations for various 
forms of such an amendment, endeav- 
oring to find out the feeling toward it. 
They ran squarely on one reef today, 
when Premier Hughes, of Australia, 
declared without qualification that the 
Australian delegation would not sup- 
port, or stand in favor, of any amend- 
ment, of any kind whatever, contain- 
ing the Japanese desire. 

To Speed Up Work 

An important amendment adopted 
last night provides for the inclusion 
of a commission on organization of 
the league, which is to be empowered 
to proceed with arrangements for the 
assembly, securing the necessary 
buildings and perfecting the secretar- 
ial forces, all in advance of the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty. 

The purpose is to speed up the be- 
ginning of the workings of the great 
league to meet the critical issues that 
now daily are arising throughout the 
world, 

The language of the mandatory ar- 
ticle has been changed as to make it 
clear that no nation shall be obliged 
to act as a mandatory. Generally the 
language of the whole covenant has 
been clarified,

Australia Refuses Flatfooted

Another Difficulty Looms up in Pathway of Harassed Peace Council \ijie, Que

tion of National Equality and Just Treatment of Their People 


PARIS, March 27-——William Hughes, 
premier of Australia, made the flat 
statement today that he was unalter- 
ably in opposition to the proposed 


Japanese race equality amendment to 
th ovenant of league of nations, or 
to any form of it, however mild, re- 
cognizing that principle 

“Australia,” said Mr. Hughes, “can- 
not accept this proposal which strikes 
at the very root of the policy that we 
have maintained so long, which Is 
vital to our existence, and which we 
have guarded as zealously as has Am- 
erica her monroe doctrine.” 

The Japanese delegation to the 
peace conference continued to press 
today for an amendment to the coven- 


ant of the league which would go as! 


far as the conference was willing to 
concede towards the promulgation of 
the prineiple of the equality of races 
The origina! Japanese proposal, which 
met with a speedy rejection, has been 
modified by them several times until 
as it stood today it called for “recog- 


nition of the equality of nations and 
just treatment of all thelr nationals.” 
It was generally understood that sev- 
eral of the leading delegations, in- 
cluding the United States mission and 
the majority of the British, were in- 
clined to believe there was nothing 
objectionable in an amendment thus 
framed. 


The American amendment coneern- | 


ing the Munroe doctrine and the 
Japanese recital amendments were not 
included in the covenant of 


nations as sent to the drafting com- 
mittee today. The amendments may 
be offered later at a plenary session 
of the peace council or before the 
council of ten.

VETERANS POUR 
OUT WRATH ON 
| GOVERNMENT 


| Delay in Announcement of Im- 
migration Policy May Lead 
to Serious Results 


REGINA, March 27.—Indignation 
jover the delay of the Union govern- 
|ment in announcing its Immigration 
| policy is bringing on a crisis that may 
to serious results for the three 
|prairie provinces, according to state- 
ments given out by the Great War 
Veterans Association here today. The 
wrath of the veterans is centred on 
the alleged tremendous influx of Men- 
nonites and what they term the dila- 


lead 


tory methods of the minister of im- 
migration in dealing with the situa- 
tion. Tentative negotiations have 


been opened with the organized rail- 
way workers in an effort to tie up all 
trains carrying Mennonites into the 
Canadian West or to declare a gen- 
eral strike if these people are allowed 
to come In with the sanction of the 
government. 

According to statements made today 
the three entry points for the prairie 
provinces, Portal, Shsk., Emerson, 
Man., and Carston, Alta. will be pick- 
eted with returned soldiers in an ef- 
fort to stop Mennonites at the inter- 
national border. 

Grave fears were expressed today 
of the ability of the leaders of the 
veterans to control the situation, fail- 
ing instant action by the Dominion 
authorities. 

Wires have been sent to G. G. Me-

him with the mood of the returned 
men.

Boyle Makes Fighting Speech 


In Reply to Criticism on Liquor 
Act Enforcement in Province 


The political atmosphere in 
legislature warmed up to an appreci- 
able degree in the night session of the 
house Thursday, when the attorney- 


general, Hon. J. R. Boyle, made a 
fighting speech in reply to the ecritle- 
ism which had been levelled at his 


department for the way in which the 
liquor act was being enforced 

“So long as I have the honor to be 
the attorney-general of this province,” 
declared Mr. Boyle at the close of his 
address, “the laws of Alberta will be 
enforced to the letter so far as is 
possible and without fear or favor to 
anyone.” 

Mr toyle was 


followed by the 
leader of the opposition, Geo. Hoadley 
who started a lively and exceedingly 
personal interchange between the rov- 
ernment and opposition benches when 
he attacked the attormey-general and 
the government members who 
applauded the remarks of Mr. Boyle 
as having treated the matter of Iquor 
| law enforcement “as a joke.” Deputy 
Speaker Martin Woolfe in the chair 
was in repeated demand as an arbitra- 
tor before the house settled down and 
| Mr. Hoadley contended 
proceeding along the line of general 
criticism of the nment'’s budget 
he adjourning the debate at 10 o'clock 
As to Lawyers’ Fees 
In reply to previous eriticism, Hon

Mr. Royle sald in regard to the en- 
forcement of the liquor act that the 
old kind of eriticiam was being 
offered by the opposition but it was 
only more general and vague than at 
the last session

ment did not accept the principle laid 
down by the federal government, and 
would certainly not assume the res- 
ponsibility of carrying out such federal 
orders-in-counct!!

Harry Anderson, Visitor from the 
Northland, Enthusiastic Over 
Prospects 


Marry Anderson, of Swan River, ts 
in the city on a business trip and is 
stopping at the Yale. 

Mr. Anderson is most optimistic 
about the prospects of the Swan River 
country, and says that In spite of the 
frost last year they would not have to 
import any seed. Swan River is noted 
for its potatoes of excellent quality; 
“the yleld is usually between 800 and 
400 bushels,” said Mr. Anderson, 

“Wheat goes from 30 to 45 bushels 
per acre, and ia of good quality; oats 
go from 40 to 75 bushels per acre. 

Thousands of tons of hay were 
shipped from last year’s crop, and 
considerable remains yet to be sold. 

“Cattle do well here and many «re 
be!ng shipped in from other parts of 
the province to feed, Las: fall five 
caurioads of fat cattle were shipped 
out of Swan River !n one consign- 
ment, One steer averaged over a ton 
and was said by the buyers to be in 
nearly perfect condition. 

“Hogs do well here now, also,” said 
Mr. Anderson. ‘We were bothered at 
first with hairless pigs, but by, feeding 
fodine in proper doses this difficulty 
Was overcome. 

“About three weeks ago the town- 
site of Swan River was thrown on the 
market. Fifty lots were sold the first 
day, and sales are still going on.” 

Swan River is about 200 miles 
northwest of Edmonton, and is about 
16 miles south of Leseer Slave lake. 

The U.F.A. have been busy in the 
north as well as elsewhere, and Swan 


River now boasts of a hall owned by

A local telephone system will soon 
be In operation with 80 subscribers, 
and a school is now open. 

“Each farmer in Swan River has 
between 20 and 75 acres broken and 
is engaged in mixed farming,” said 
the visitor.

Preventing Production. 


Commenting on_ the recent 
speech of Mr. J. A. Maharg, M.P. 
for Maple Creek, the Toronto Mail 
and Empire refused to believe 
‘‘that the West will restrict its 
‘‘erop acreage this spring unless 
‘‘its tariff views are acted on at 
“‘Ottawa.’”’ 

The Mail and Empire is entirely 
correct in declining to believe that 
the Western farmers will cut off 
their noses to spite their faces by 
restricting their crop acreage 
merely as a means of expressing 
their disappointment at not secur- 
ing recognition of their opinions 
on the tariff from the Dominion 
| @ Government, That they will re- 
strict their crop acreage, as com- 
pared to some previous years, 
4 there is unfortunately only too 
4 good reason to believe; but it will 
TH not be done through disappoint- 
ment at the refusal of the Govern- 
ment to accept their tariff views, 
but for material and substantial 
reasons. These reasons are that 
Western farmers cannot afford, 
and if they could afford it, do not 
think it would be good business to 
buy machinery and implements at 
the present outrageously inflated 
prices in order to raise wheat 
which the Government tells them 
' they would probably have to sell 
f at artificially depressed prices,

CRERAR FIGHTS 
FIXING A PRICE 
ON 1919 WHEAT 


Bonus to Farmers of the 
West 


OTTAWA, March 27.—A_ declara- 
tion by Hon, T. A. Crerar, minister 
of agricultyre, that he ts personally 
not in favor of the fixing of a price 
for the 1919 wheat crop was the most 
important feature of the first meeting 


of the House of Commons committee 
on agriculture which met this morn- 
ing, R. C. Hendere presiding. 

“I am opposed’ said the minister, 
“to the fixing of a price - wheat 
for the coming crop. I do t think 
we should take from the public treas- 
ury a very considerable sum of money 
in the nature of a bonus to the farm- 
ers of Canada I can fully appreciate 
the position of the farmer of western 
Canada who has suffered from poor 
crops for the past two years; but on 
the other hand the principle is un- 
sound and it will be difficult to jus- 
tify any call on the treasury under 
present conditions.” 

Mr. Crerar added that Mr. Hoover, 
United States food controller, had ex- 
pressed the view that all surplus 
wheat production of this continent 
and other countries will be required 
if it is possible to secure stable gov- 
ernments in Europe.
